Motorman Daniel Says That:

Four-year-old Sallie Williams, of 11 
Bush street, was ground to death un- 
der the wheels of a big Simsville trol- 
ley car at the corner of Jones avenue 
and Mangum street last night at 6 
o'clock, despite the frantic effort of 
her 7-year-old sister, Callie, to snatch 
her out of the way. 

The dead child was the baby daugh- 
ter of W. R. Williams, bailiff in Jus- 
tice of the Peace O. H. Puckett’s court, 
and formerly an inspector in the wa- 
terworks department. 

The horrible tragedy was witnessed 
by a large crowd, many of whom were 
passengers on the ill-fated trolley, 
heavily loaded at the time with peo- 
ple returning from a. day’s work or 
shopping. 

Started to Cross Street. 

The Williams home at 11 Bush street 
is @ block and a half away from the 
scene of the accident. Sallie and her 
older sister had accompanied a little 
girl playmate, the daughter of a 
neighbor across the street, on an er- 
rand to T, W. McGarity’s grocery at 
Jones avenue and Mangum streets. 

Returning with the purehase,.a bag 
of onions, the three children started to 
cross Jones avenue over the double 
ear tracks; when the Simsville trolley, 
manned by Motorman M. A. Daniel 
and Coh@uctor J. E. Knight. came at 
a lively clip down the Jones avenue 
grade at that point. 

The )ittle neighbor playmate had 
safely crossed the tracks. Sallie was 
slightly in front of her sister, Callie, 
and the two did not see or hear the 
approaching car until it was about 15 
feet away. 

The older sister was the first to see 
the stfeet car, and screamed to her 
little baby sister to step back. Sallie, 
who had just about gained the middle 
of the track, turned about, saw the car 
and was too frightened to move. 

The older girl, screaming all the 
while, rushed to little Sallie’s side and 
tried to pull her out of danger. Her 
noble attempt at rescue, made at tne 
risk of her life, was all in vain, for 
before little Sallie could be drawn from 
off the tracks, the big car caught the 
baby and tore her from Callie’s fran- 
tic grasp.

CHILD KILLED OUTRIGHT 


IND 70 PERSONS HURT! 


In Panic Men Brutally Fought 
Women for Possession of the 
Boats---Luckily, Other Steam- 
ers Were Near and 900 Pas- 
gengers Were Transferred. 
Many of Injured Will Die. 


Dover, England, April 7.—A terrific 
explosion occurred early this morning 
on the British steamer Cairnrona off 
Dungeness, which wrecked the wom- 
en's quarters, killing one child and in- 
juring a number of women and chil- 
dren. 

The steamer caught fire and a panic 
ensued, in which men fought for the 
possession of the boats and had to be 
beaten back by the crew to allow the 
women to be taken off first. 

A large number of the passengers 
were landed this evening, many of 
them in an exhausted comiition. 

About 70 Persons Injured. 

In all twenty were seriously injured 
and not Jess than fifty were slightly 
injured by the explosion the 
panic that followed it. 

The Catrnrona sailed yesterday from

Women Hurlea about Deck. 

A number of women, with chiidren 
in their arms, were sitting on a hatch 
when suddenly a violent explosion 
hurled them to all parts of the deck. 
Some of them were shockingly injured 
and one child was killed. The hatch 
was blown to fragments. 

A terrible panic ensued, the emi- 
grants, mostly Russians,: running up 
screaming and wringing 
their hands. Their . terror was in- 
creased by the volume.of smoke which 
poured from the burning hold. The 
captain and officers made ineffectual 
efforts to calm them and then signals 
of distress were sent up. In the mean, 
time another explosion occurred in the 
engine rvoim, injuring several en- 
gineers. , 

The Kanawha and Upland stehmed 
up quickly and the captain decided to 
transfer all the passengers. This was 
accomplished speedily, but was accom- 
panied by scandalous scenes. 

Men Fought With Women. 

Scores of the men tried to rush the 
boats and many of them fought with 
the women, tearing and dragging 
them aside and even trampling them 
under foot.

Woman Tells Her Business. 

When asked her business, she re- 
plied: “Bookkeeping, handling | real 
estate and Selling Mississippi sena- 
tors.’ She described how she intro- 
duced Bilbo to Dulaney; how the latter 
told her to feel out “the weak legis- 
and see if they could he 
“reached.” She swore that she was 
to be paid “in proportion to the crop,”’ 
and said she naturally desired a “big 
crop.” 

Conferred With Those Interested. 

Mrs. Neil told how she went to New 
Orleans to confer with those interest- 
ed, ,how she was followed by detec- 
tives and declared she believed her 
life was in danger. 

She was cross-examined during the 
entire afternoon. The cross-examina- 
tion consisted of questions tending to 
attack her credibility as a witness. She 
denied with much heat all the charges. 

Felt Only of “Corrupt” Senators. 

She said she did not know it was a 
crjme to bribe an official and de- 
clared she did not believe she did 
wrong, for the men she sought to bribe 
were already cofrupt. An attempt to 
get her to name some other senators 
was voted down by the senate on the 
ground that the investigation was into 
the Bilbo charges only. 

A recess at 6 p.m. was followed by a 
resumption of the investigation at 8 
o'clock. 

After considerable delay it was found 
that no witnesség were present. The 
Senators began the consideration of 
regular bills, while the sergeant-at- 
arms went on a hunt for witnesses. 
The quest was unsuccessful, and the 
senate adjourned without taking any 
further testimony. 

Mrs. Neil’s Career Varied, 


Chattanooga, Tenn., April 7.—Mrs. C. 
J. Neil, who was the star witness in 
the Mississippi bribery hearing today, 
was formerly a resident of Chatta- 
nooga. She posed as architect, con- 
tractor and real estate dealer, and her 
vicissitudes multiplied rapidly here. 
She was known to almost every busi- 
ness man in thé oity. She left here 
several months ago. During the lat- 
ter portion of ther stay here she was 
unable to maintain an office and did a 
curb real estate business. Early in 
her career it is said her dealings were 
on a large scale. She went from Chat- 
tanooga to Birmingham. 

Vardaman’s Statement. 

Memphis, Tenn., April 7.—The Com- 
mercial Appeal tomorrow will publish 
a statement by former Governos 
James K. Vardaman, of Mississippi, in 
explanation of a former statement, 
which he made in his paper, “The Is- 
sue,” with regard to alleged bribery 
during the recent senatorial] contest in 
that state. The dispatch to the local 
paper quotes the former governor in 
part ag follows: 

“What I stated in substance was this: 
That I Knew nothing of negotiations 
between State Senator Theodore Bilbo 
and L. C. Dulaney. I did hear of a 
proposition of a woman to bribe Sena- 
tor Bilbo. and I was present at a con- 
ference of my friends and agreed that 
if any money was to be taken by Bilbo 
from anybody who proposed to be rep- 
resenting the Percy faction, or any 
other faction, which was given as a 
bribe, that such transaction should not 
take place unless some member of the 
legislature voting with the opposition 
could be induced to be present and wit- 
ness the transaction.

He met the swindlers on 
the smoker of a Pullman car one night 
several weeks ago. The men repre- 
sented themselves to be race horse men, 
and asked about accommodations on 
the Florida tracks. One thing led to 
another, until Jacobson consented to 
go to St. Augustine and act as stake- 
holder for the other men, 

The victim stated that the money he 
had charge of ran into the hundreds 
of thousands, and, as his expenses were 
paid, he only thought it just to give 
the. gamblers seeurity, placing it in 


Jockey Fell Off. 

The race finally came off with the 
spectators making Iavish bets on the 
result. A jockey fell off one of the 
horses, appearing dead and with blood- 
stained clothes. Just then a general 
fusillade. of revolvers warned the 
North Carolinian that there was some 
grave trouble, and when. his acquaint- 
ances appeared shouting that he had 
better run for his life, he was glad to 
turn the money-satchel satchel] over to 
the latter.

Imperial Window Glass 
Concern Indicted. 


Conspiracy in Restraint of 
Trade Charged--Concern Con- 
trols Factories in Ten States. 
Window Glass Up 60 Per Cent 
in Price Since Trust Got Busy. 


Pittsburg, Pa., April %7.—The Im- 
perial Window Glass Company, a cor- 
poration of West Virginia birth, a 
year old, and and sixteen officials and 
directors were indicted by a special 
federal grand jury here late today on 
three counts. 

First, of conspiracy in restraint of 
the hand+blown window glass trade 
in the United States. 

Second, engagement in illegal. com- 
petition. 

Third. Attempt to «monopolize in- 
terstate trade. 

What Indictment Alleges. 

The indictment sets forth that the 
company, incorporated in West Vir- 
ginia, April 14, 1909, has from that 
day to this acted as a selling agency 
and has prevented competition ‘by 
persuading and inducing corporations, 
partnerships and individuals in the 
window glass trade to enter into con- 
tract with the agency to sell their 
entire outputs of hand-blown window 
glass,’ and that “the Gefendants were 
able to establish, fix and maintain ar- 
bitrary, unreasonable and non-com- 
petitive prices for window glass, great- 
ly in excess of prices which would 
prevail-if said defendants had not en- 
gaged in unlawful conspiracy.” 

It is charged that when glass blow- 
ing concerns declined to enter such 
agreement, the defendants proceeded 
to lease the factories with the pur- 
pose to monopolize ,the trade and 
restrain interstate commerce. 

Factories in Ten States. 

The company is said to control fac- 
tories in ten states, viz: Indiana, 
Illinois, Kansas, Mississippi, Michigan, 
North Carolina, New York, Ohio, Penn- 
sylvenia and West Virginia. 

The Imperial Window Glass Com- 
pany is capitalized at $250,000, of 
which amount $176,000 is paid in. Dur- 
ing the four days’ inquisition, testi- 
mony, it was learned, was to the ef- 
fect that the company had cleared 
$150,000 net over and above all ex- 
penses. The companies which were 
allowed by the alleged agreement to 
sell only to the Imperial company, 
number sixty-six all told, representing 
a capitalization of between $7,000,000 
and $8,000,000. 

Window Glass Prices Advanced. 

Of these sixty-one companies, it was 
testified that twelve were kept closed, 
the idleness involving an expense of 
$137,009 a year. District Attorney Jor- 
dan declared tonight that the price 
of window glass had increased about 
60 per cent since the incorporation of 
the Imperial Window Glass Com- 
pany. 

The case is the first here under 
the Sherman law. The statute pro- 
vides that upon conviction of any one 
count, a fine of $5,000 or imprison- 
ment for one year, or both, may be 
a maximum penalty.

“When I reached New York after 
Harry’s unfortunate affair, I did not 
know which way to turn.

| VERDICT DEMANDED 


IN HANCHETT CASE 


If a Mistrial Should Result 
Violence Is Ex- 
pected. 


Deland, Fila., April 7.—Irvin Han- 
chett, the 18-year-old boy charged with 
the murder of Clovie Tedder, aged 14, 
on February 17, was placed on trial 
here today. Considerable difficulty 
in securing a jury has been anticipated 
and a special venire of 100 men has 
been summoned by order of Judge Mi- 
nor Jones. 

The child's body was found near the 
roadside not far from her home. 

Hanchett was captured several hours 
after the deed - was committed by 
Sheriff E. L. Smith, in bed at the home 
of W. T. Wooltry, for whom he was 
working, and was spirited away from 
the mob that threatened to lynch him. 

The grand jury indicted him this aft- 
ernoon for murder in the first degree. 
It is supposed that there will be much 
difficulty in securing a jury to try 
him, and a special venire of 106 men 
has been called for by Judge Minor 
Hanchett is of German de- 
scent, and has a bad record, having 
been an inmate of a reform school in 
Connecticut, and seems to be.a true 
type of a boy styvited by criminal an- 
throplogists as moral instabflity. 

He admitted his guilt to the sheriff 
just after being captured in a perfectly 
stolid way. and seemed to feel no sense 
of responsibility. Some investigation 
has been made into his family history, 
which seems to bear out the fact of de-- 
generacy. The little girl’s body has 
over sixty stabs made by an ordinary 
pocket. knife, it was supposed. There 
is still intense feeling regarding the 
crime among the “cracker” element.

Pensacola, Fla., April 7.—Maintain- 
ing’ a speed of 36 miles an hour for 
four hours, the torpedo ‘boat destroyer 
Reid, Lieutenant Doddridge, establish- 
ed a new worlds record for speed by a 
naval vessel today.

Food Kept in Cold Storage for 
Over Year to Be Considered 
Adulterated---Measure Back- 
ed by Senate Cost-of-Living 
Committee. 


Washington, April 7.—That a limit 
should be put on the use of cold stor- 
age for the purpose of maintaining 
oc advancing prices artificially is the 
judgment of the. senate committee 
charged with fhe itivestigation of the 
cost of living, Chairman Lodge today 
introduced in the senate a bill to 
meet this recommendation. 

Mr. Lodge’s bill would provide that 
food kept in cold storage for more 
than one year should be considered 
as adulterated and that any food 
taken out of cold storage and errone- 
ously marked as to the time it had 
been in storage, should be regarded 
as misbranded in violation of the pure 
food law. 

The committee, through Mr. Lodge, 
asked the senate for instructions In 
the matter of continuing the investi- 
gation into the cost of living. A tenta- 
tive plan for the continuation of the 
work was submitted. It was estimated 
that four "nage, should be required 
to complete the work and that it 
would necessitate an expenditure of 
$65,000. ‘ 

Hale Would Play Politics. 

Mr. Lodge told the senate it probably 
would be impossible to gather the 
data desired within less time than 
four months, and in response to a 
question from Senator Hale, he stated | 
that in all probability it would be 
impossible to present a@ complete re- 
port during the present session of 
congress.

ing at 9:3), and I wtfll guarantee that 
they will be given ample opportunity 
to give their evidence and testimony. 

“This invitation in particular is di- 
rected to Mr. A. P. Moore, editor of The 
Pittsburg Leader. He has publicly 
dared me, an more than one occasion, 
to do certain things. I now accept his 
challenge, without conditions, and 
challenge him to produce all his evi- 
dence and testimony before the grand 
jury of Allegheny county.

The 
waiting attitude of the speculation is 
pronounced. Opinions vary as to what 
is awaited. Besides the various 
representative factors Which, it is felt, 
must be cleared up befere market 
commitments are entereduon. there 
is a desire to see positive develop- 
ments outlining the future course of 
affairs. Of the repressive factors the 
shadows of a possible supreme court 
aecisionin the American Tobacco case 
looms into the prospect with each ap- 
proach of Monday and the decision 
day of the court. : 

The London speculation in rubber 
shares is contemplated with anxiety in 
all the world's financial centers and 
with a common conviction that a col- 
lapse must ultimately result. Reports 
today that the excitement in those 
hares is we Seber g to the Paris mar; 
ket added to the interest of the sub- 
ject. The weakness of the return of 
the Bank of England, with a reserve 
proportion diminished to less than 40 
per cent, explains the urgent demand 
from London for gold to replenish the 
reserve position. Further shipments 
from there today to South America and 
the securing of South African gold to 
arrive for India show the forces of 
depletion of the bank reserves still at 
work. he conviction is thus 
strengthened that further large ship- 
ments will be made from New York to 
London next week. The call loan mar- 
ket today showed the further inf'uence 
of this situation, with a minimum rate 
of 3 per cent and a rise to 4 per cent 
in the course of the day. A hardening 
tone in the time money market ts be- 
coming perceptible as well 

A share in repressing activity in 
stocks must be accorded to the an- 
nouncement of the closing of the Bor- 
ough Bank of Brooklyn, which, like 
the Union Bank, which preceded it in 
suspension, was reorganized after the 
panic of 1907, without having been 
able to work off the burdens which it 
inherited from that period. Allowance 
was made, however, for the important 
part played by local realty holdings in 
both conditions. 

Tomorrow's government report of 
grain crop conditions is awaited with 
keen attention. A new crop promise 
that should influence a liquidating 
movement in the grain markets and 
bring down the price to a level to at- 
tract an export demand would have 
an important effect in replenishing 
banking credits and in shifting the 
tide of the foreign trade movement, 
now running heavily adverse to the 
exchanges of this country.
